The United States, by and through its attorney, the United States Attorney for the District 
of Columbia, hereby submits the following in preparation for a plea hearing in the instant case.

ELEMENTS OF THE OFFENSES:

A. The essential elements of the offense of Aggravated Identity Theft, in violation of 
18U.S.C. §1028A(a)are:

That the defendant committed the offense of Possession of Fraudulent 



Documents Prescribed for Authorized Stay or Employment in the United States, as alleged in 

Count One of the Indictment; 

2, That the defendant knowingly possessed, transferred or used the means of 
identification of another person. The term *'means of identification'' means any name or number 
that may be used, alone or in conjunction with any other information, to identify a specific 
individual, including any name, social security number or ahen registration number.

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'"Knowingly" in this circumstance means that the defendant voluntarily and intentionally 
possessed forged, counterfeit or falsely made resident alien cards or social security cards. 
However, the government does not have to prove that the defendant knew that a particular 
resident alien number or social security number actually belonged to a particular individual; 

3 . That the defendant did not have lawfiil authority to possess, transfer or use 
the means of identification of another person; and 

4, That the defendant possessed the means of identification of another person 
during and in relation to the offense alleged in Count One of the Indictment. 

n. COPY OF THE PLEA AGREEMENT AND FACTUAL PROFFER: 

A copy of the plea agreement and factual proffer, not yet executed by the defendant^ are 
attached, 
m. PENALTIES: 

A. Pursuant to 1 8 U.S.C. § 1028A(a)(l), the offense of Aggravated Identity Theft 
carries a penalty of a term of imprisonment of 2 years^ a fine of not more than 
$250,000, and a term of supervised release of not more than 1 year.
